AN ACT to fix and establish the times for holding the terms of the
circuit court in the several counties comprised im the first judicial
circuit, and to regulate certain proceedings therein.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1. From and after the first day of July, Terms of arst
1869, the terms of the circuit court for the several coun. cirouit Axed.
ties comprised in the first judicial circuit of this state
shall be held in each year asfollows: For the county
of Green, on the Tuesday next after the first Mondays
in September, February and June; for the county of
Rock, on the fourth Mondays in November and April
and the third Monday in August; for the county of
Walworth, on the third Mondays in September and
February, and the second Monday in June; for the
county of Racine, on the second Mondays in October
and March, and the third Monday in June; for the
county of Kenosha, on the Wednesday next after the
first Mondays in November and April, and on the sec-
ond Monday in August.

Amended. SecrioN 1. Section 2 of chapter 80 of the general
laws of 1867, is hereby amended so as to read as fol-
Dutles of regis- lows : Section 2. Every such register of deeds shall
o provide for each volume in which such entries are made
an alphabetical index, at the expense of the county,
and shall p'ace in such indexes the names of the par-
ties entered in such volumes in alphabetical order, and
shall receive for such service such compensation as the
county board shall deem just and prop r; and after
the passage of this act such papers shall be indexed
without additional expense to the county; but every
such register of deeds shall be entitled to charge and
receive from the person filing such certified copies of
sheriffs' certificates of attachment of real estate,
